On the 19th of April, 1839, a treaty 
was signed in London by King Leopold, 
im thé name of Belgium, on the one part, 
and by the Emperor of Austria, the 
King of France, the Queen of England, 
the King of Prussia, and the Hmperor 
of Russia on the other; and its seventh 
article decreed that Belgium should 
form a par te and perpetually neutral 
State; a should be held to.thé ob- 
servance of — neutrality in régard to 
all other States. The co-signhatorics 
promised, for themselves and their suc- 
cessérs, upon their’ oath,,.to fulfill and 
to observe that ‘treaty ‘in every point 

and every article without gontegvenson 
or tolerance of contravention. Bel 
was thus bound in honor. to defen her 
own independence. She kept her oath. 
The other Powers were bound to respect 
and to protect her neutrality. Bs md 
violatéd her oath; England it hers. 

hese are the facts

CLERGYMEN WA WANT TO FIGHT, 


Reichstag Asked to Rescind’ Law 
Exempting Them from Service. 


A protest has been made by 160 Protes- 
tamt clergymen of Berlin against the 
military regulation exempting clergymen 
from serving with arms in the field. 
The protest, published in a recent issue 
of The Frankfurter Zeitung, says: 


“The undersigned clérgymen of Great- 
er Berlin see in the terms of the imperial 
pamage ent law prescribing that clergymen 

furlough or of the Ersatz reserve 

military ole. ss.are not to be drawn into 
armed military service a. discriminatory 
measure that cannot be justified and a 
slight to their class with respect to the 
honor open to all other classes of de- 
fending heir Fatherland with arms. 
‘They suffer the disadvantage under 
the ‘strict execution of this law so far 
of being allowed to sérve with arms 
fot less than half their number, and 
that, too, only before ordination, but of 
being excluded from such service after 
ordination, both in times of peace and 
of war. t is true, they recognize it 
as their foremost duty in times of war 
to create the. preliminary spiritual es- 
sentials of victory through preaching 
and care of souls-in the field, even as 
at home. But they demand, in addi- 
tion to this activity, to be allowed also 
through their deeds to serve as citizens 
of the State for the highest moral post- 
alates which they have set up in their 
evan elical preachings. 

The d decree of the Superior Church 
Council of Sept. 18. does not eliminate 
the’ confusion Sconperntnet the interpre- 
tation and carrying .out of the law.

WHITE CLAY FOR CHOLERA. 


German’s Remedy Suggested for 
-Russian Prisoners. 


In view of.the discovery of symptoms 
resembling those of Asiatic cholera in 
the concentration camp in which 2,800 
prisoners of war are confined at Ulm, 
where four Russians died 
and eleven sickened, various measures 
have been taken, according to the 
Frankfurter Zeitung, to prevent? a spread 
of the disease. 

One of the most striking measures, 
which: is discussed in several German 
newspapers, is the remedy advocated 
by Prof. Spt of Wiirzburg ‘and Prof 
Graeser of les} which consists of 
feeding the c olera patients simply 
white clay, in Paescrte Yorm

Graeser says. that the effect of the 

‘white clay porridge” is not only 
remedial, but very swift; and that com- 
monsense should convince all who have 
witnessed its good results that it is bet- 
ter far than “ poison and disinfectant

| New Problems Considered—Adver- 
tising Declared. an Investment, 
Not an Expense. 


The samné hopefulness as to the busi- 

ness outlook, shown in. recent meetings 
of trade Vodies, was' manifested yester- 
day at the opening sessions of the elev- 
enth annual convention of the National 
Wholesale Dry Goods Association at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. It was apparent from 
‘the tone of the addresses and discussions 
that the past had been discounted and 
that rhembers desired .to grapple at once 
with the trade problems pressing -for 
immediate solution. 
_ In opening the morning session Calvin 
H. Smyth of Young, Smyth, Field Com- 
pany, Philadelphia, President of the as- 
sociation, in referring to the business 
situation, said: ‘‘ The year ahead of us 
is one of great uncertainties. No oné 
knows what it will bring forth, but con- 
eentrated atténtion to the details of our 
business, careful scrutiny of our ex- 
pense accounts, and conservatism along 
all linés seem to be the necessary. pre- 
cautions which should bring us through 
throubled waters and adversity, and, in 
the long run, ‘may prove a profitable ex- 
perience for. us.’’ 

He expressed the hope that something 
could be done toward raising*the stand- 
ard of merchandise. carried by the 
wholesale merchants so that the neces- 


ch sity for direct buying of higher grade 


goods may be eliminated. It was also 
hoped, the President said, that by. co- 
operation of the manufacturers, many 
of whom were present at the conyen- 
tion; to find a*>common ground on 
which to meet for the better good of 
the scheme of distribution generally. 
Meng suggestion resulted later in the 


in the adoption of a plan of asso- 
oa te membership in the association for 
manufacturers. 
Relative to the’cost of doing business 
Mr. Smyth said: ‘‘ Much can be gal ined 
by a continued exchange of information 
on this subject should you ele¢t to con- 
tinue it, as could also an organized at- 
tempt to devise some means of reducing 
the vélume of returned goods and the 
time- allowed .customers in which to 
pay their bills.’ 
Fred B. Haight of A. Haight & Co. 
spoke on “ Problems of Distribution and 
Their Solution.’’ He said he spoke from 
the standpoin of the manufacturer who 
believes in the jobber and that in the 
past few years he had ceased to. sell 
irect tO many rétailers with whom 
he had been doing from 15 to 20 per 
cent. of his. business. . After thirty years 
in business he had come to the conclu- 
sion, when considering the manufacturers 
and jobbers, that one of the two was 
a fool and the other something worse. 
Nevertheless, he believed implicity in the 
hapa sd to the extent that he believed 
16 could not continue in business with- 
out the aid of the jobber in distributing 
his goods. Ac ing to the speaker, 
fleeced underwear never recovered from 
the time manufacturers. held prices at 
an unprofitable level for the jobber, with 
the result ve the jobber substituted 
ribbed garmen 

Alvin sae Vice President of the 
Standard Oil Cloth Gompany of this 
city,.also discussed the same problems. 
3 insisted that modern merchandising 
is a scientific. problem and that the 
most. successful merchant is he:who ad- 
justs his business to. the-conditions that 
confront him from day to day. , Time 
brings its changes and men conducting 
business must recogriize the modern fac- 
tors that are entering into the conduct 
of business. Relative to the value of 
advertising Mr, Hunsicker said: 

‘The wonderful growth of advertis- 
ing muat be taken into consideration.
